E [t is an absurdity to hold that the evolution ot one Or more 


planets in their own orbits is governed by irrevocable law, while 
the evolution of one or more nearly related human heings m 
their own environment is leſt to chance, as it would inevitabh 
be if the same immutable, irrevocable laws were not. guidin;

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No human being 1s drawn to and placed under the direction 
of a superior influence for a definite purpose and at a definite 
period of time, by chance, nor could such an one be rightly 
loosed from s1hjection to such influence by chance; he may tear 
himset awav, for he is a free-w1ll agent as regards certain clearly 
defined phases of his separate lite, but 11 he does s0 separate him- 
Self, the action and results of the same are analagous to the 
phenomena of the star that tears itself, or 1s torn trom, 1ts own 
orbit, and goes flying into space, only to tall and keep on talling, 
until its mass 1s disintegrated, and 1its ins1gnificant tractions are 
drawn into the orbit of some greater star, there to disappear as 
ar as an individualized entity 1s concerned. Having been drawn 
by karmic law and association of long past hves into one 
Hierarchal line, the evolution of such an individual 1s provided 
tor on that lime, and the ruling entity of that Hierarchal hne com- 
mands his allegiance by divine right; and any important, devia- 
tion from the right line causes him to lose whatever degree of 
knowledge and experience was due him at the particular period 
ot I1s recreancy.

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1s $0 teartul ot being made a victim of the contempt and ridicule, 
which he knows 1s the portion of the loser in any of the games of 
l1te, that he generally runs for his life to cover, at a hint of c<18grace 
or tailure in connection with his whilom friends and comrades. and 
cannot bring hiumselt to stop a moment and look back at what and 
who 1t 18 that he 18 in reality deserting. 

[n all the annals of history there is no one crime that awakens 
Such contemptuous disgust in the minds of the people at large, 
as does the crime of the deserter from a post of trust—the coward 
who shrinks back and takes to the slums and bywavs at the 
ftirst firing of a gun by the enemy. In all the long list of heroes 
the world delights to honor, there are none which move the 
hearts of all—good, bad or indifferent, to such admiration and 
regard—as does the hero leader of a forlorn hope, the man who 
Stands in the breach regardless of what the enemy may do. 

In all lifes hsts of interior or exterior action, there is not a 
living soul over whom the Initiates of the White Lodge $0 
quickly and ethciently spread the mantle of their love and pro- 
tection as the man or woman who, in $pite of all the darts of 
all the demons of the lower spheres and upon the earth, stands

Seven Colleges of Great Learning, twelve Colleges of Prophecy, 
two hundred Houses of Philosophy, seven Adepteries, three 
thousand free schools, four thousand Houses of Sacrifice unto 
Osiris. He also erected three hundred and forty obelisks, thirty 
triumphal arches, four thousand nu-oan to the Creator; these 
latter mounted on polished. stone and placed at street corners. 
Four thousand men and three hundred women were admitted 
to the rank of adeptship under 'Thothma, all capable of death- 


trance and of going about in the spirit. Over Seven hundred 
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were permitted to enter the Holy Chambers. Thus 1s Thothma 
the Master-Initiate—as Is our Hermes Mercurinus Trismeg1stos 
——whose identity 18 One and the S{AANIC, the (Ireeks heing reSPOn- 
Sible for the latter nomenclature of the I.gvptian Thoth. He 
announced himself to he a reincarnation of Thoth, who was no 
other than the Atlantean king Enoch, or Ur-Anous ; and doubtless 
it was the facility of the second Thoth in interpreting and restor- 
ing the knowledge and laws inaugurated during his frst incar- 
nation which was responsI1Þþle for the contus1on of attributes 
handed down to us. Manetho <avs the principles of knowledge 
were transcribed on stelea im hieroglvphs and 1n sacred language 
by the first Thoth, and rendered into the vulgar tongue by the 
8econd. This but strengthens the testimony as to ancient Egypt 
being an Atlantean colonv. 

The Sacred Books of Hermes embraced tortv-two volumes, 
treating of astronomyv, astrology, the Hieratic writings, or laws 
and rules for the priesthood, pravers and hymns to the Gods, 
and ten volumes relating to the emanations of the Gods and the 
creation of the Cosmos. These were reverentlv carried by the 
priests, prophets, and servitors of the Lemple in every religious 
process10n and ceremony.

SOME OF THE CAUSES OF THE FAILURES OF CO- 
OPERATIVE COLONIES. 


Since the formation of the Credit Foncier Co. and the starting 
of its co-operative colony in Mexico in 1885, I have been inter- 
ested in co-operation. 

In 1892 I became connected with the Kaweah Colony in 
Tulare, Cal., and a few years after its disruption, with Burley 
and Equality Colonies in the State of Washington. 

The plan for each of these colonies was carefully thought out 
by men who were moved by the highest motives and for the sole

ngmen themselves, they suffered from the injustice of the present 
industrial svstem, and realized the absurditv of human beings 
enduring hunger and cold because thev—the workers—produced 
too much to eat and wear. That .cach man and woman had an 
unquestionable right to the full fruit of their toil looked $0 plain 


to them they thought no sane person could fail to see 1t, and

Burley was organized in September of- the vear 1898. At 


the Convention in Chicago ot the old Soctal Democrats of Amer- 
ca, the party quarrelled over the colonization plank in the plat- 
form. 1hose who tavored practical politics bv modern methods 
lett the old party and reorganized under the naine of. Social 
Democrats, the others, the colomzation advocates, set about 
hnding a suitable location to plant a colony, and finally settled on 
three hundred acres ot land near ]acoma on Puget Sound and 
Incorporated under the name ot the Co-operative Brotherhood ; 


the plan was to start new colonies as tast as the old ones became 
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Selt-Supporting. Þ Every possihle precaution was taken to avoid 
the rocks upon which other ventures of the same kind had come 
to griet. 1lhat no one mrght be admitted who did not understand 
the principle, such questions as *Is your, wife a good co- 
operator? ©\\ hat book have 'vou read on co-operation ?” appear 
in the old application blanks. Davs and nights were $spent in 
<18cuss10ns of rules and plans. I.verv detail was carefully thought 
out. Ample provision was made for the young, the old and the 
sick. The place selected was a jungle, but empty huts here and 
there afforded scant shelters and willing hands undertook the dif- 
hcult task of carving out a white city from the almost impene- 
trable fir forests ot \\ ashineton. 

Organizers were placed in the held, and the first thing pur- 
chased atter the land was secureq was a printing plant for propa- 
canda work. Funds came in and a saw mill was bought, together 
with several other improvements, and a tew other industries 
were started. 

the property was secured to the whole membershtp, resident 
ind non-resident, actual and prospective, by a deed of trust, and 
a Board of twelve 1 rustees was elected to see that 1ts provisions 
and conditions were strictly adhered to by the Colony. A Board 
of Directors was elected bv the Board of 'Irustees out of a list 
of names sent in by the res1dents. 

The industries were under the general management of a Su- 
perintendent of Industrv, who was nominated by popular vote 
and elected and rejected by the Board of Directors at 1ts d1s- 
cretion. As this officer had the power of appointing heads of 
cepartments, and although the appropriation for hving expenses 
vas the same for all, three cents per hour, atterwards raised to 
hve cents, vet the honor and prest1ge attached to being a super- 
intendent or head of a department was something to be desired. 
Fach candidate for nomination had his own particular tollowing 
of friends and admirers, the number varving according to his 
degree of popularitv. The formation of factions was an inevitable 
consequence. Partisan feelings ran high, often warping the judg- 
ment and destrovine the common sense of the voters at election 
time. It could make no difference, of course, which of the candt- 
(lates WAS chosen I» the PBoarcd Ot [1rectors, the cleteated (MI1C 
vas ure to feel aggrieved. and he with his whole following of 


triends ave heen I-mown to r1<C un 11 their wrath anc leave th« 
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Colony in a body, thus crippling the industries and causing 
Serious loss to the community. 

Sometimes a bustling, energetic individual arrives in the 
village. He 1s full of plans for the prosperitv of Burley. He

makes many friends and his suggestions are eagerly hstened to 


by the disgruntled ones who are getting tired of hight hving and 
hard work. They are sure 1it this hive, up-to-date tellow could 
get control of the Colony there would be no more hard times. 
The s1gnificant fact that he 1s still a poor man, although he hadq 
the whole commercial world to operate in $0 far, 1s not thought 
of, he 1s such a good fellow and has ideas.” 

Dissatisfaction with the present incumbent of the office of 
Superintendent 1s $80 openly expressed and matters made $0 un- 
comfortable for him that he 1s driven in desperation to hand in 
his resignation to the Board. Then the good fellow” 1s installed 
in the office and he immediately proceeds to put his new 1deas 
into effect. The plans and methods of his predecessors are d1s- 
carded as being useless and out-ot-date. Debts are accumulated 
for new material to estabhsh other industries under a new 
reg1me. 

All to no purpose. Time proves that the people were once 
more mistaken and the new man proved no more successful with 
the Colony's affairs than he had been with his own, and he s00n 
moves away, leaving an added burden ot dehts for those who 
remain. | 

The time-honored argument that men will work harder and 
more faithfully as their own employers than for wages 1s d1s- 
proved over and over again in colony hfe. In the outside world 
if a man. shirks work tor a day he loses his time and must bear 
all the loss himselt. In a co-operative colony 1t he 1dles away his 
time he forces the whole community to share his loss. 

The constitution of the Burley Co-operative Brotherhood 
promised employment and a home to each of its members in pay- 
ment of $125, and engaged to care for and educate his children 
in case of his death. The only kind of work they had to give 
members demanding admittance to the Colony was of the heav- 
1est and most laborious kind. Still, to carry out their clause in 
the constitution they were compelled to use such men as came 
to them, and however enthus1astic a co-operator a dweller might 
be, he could scarcely earn even the small &sum of five cents an 


- 


hour 1f put at digging out stumps or working in the 8aw mill. 
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And here was another fruitful source of discord. The experi- 
enced laborer telt that he was earning more for the community 
than the man who knew nothing about the work, and in strict 
justice shonld receive a larger part of the appropriation. 'There 
was also a small appropriation for the maintenance of children 
under a certain age; here again did selfishness assert itself, the 
sIngle man objected to being taxed for the support of another 
man s children. 

Here 1s what was written by one of the oldest members of the 
Burley Colony who had been one of its most enthusiastic organ- 


1Zers. 


*After trying for years to conduct the business affairs of 
Burley Colony by the methods of Democracy, we found ourselves 
further away from financial success than at the beginning. I am 
convinced that in the present stage of social evolution Democracy 
1s a failure. 1 know 1t has been s0 at Burley. Men and women 
must reach that condition where the success of one 1s the pleasure 
8-1; - 

Many have reached that condition where the injury of one 1s 
the concern of all, but tew have progressed to that point where 
the success of one gratihes all. 

In the past, colonies which have been most successftul and 
those today most successful in their finances, are those under 
the control of one man or woman. In proof of this might be 
mentioned the Familistere of Amana, France, the Shakers, and 
che Oneida Community of this country. The successes have 
been due to the strong leadership and the hinding force of some 
religious idea; the failures, to dissens1ons which arrayed one 
faction against another. 

And yet, notwithstanding the wranglings over business at the 
election and Directors' meetings, the beautiful social hte at 
Burley can never be forgotten by the old members. \Vhatever 
of bitterness may have been felt over ways and means and 
places of honor, it was never carried out into the social hte of 
the people. When we came together as we did two or three 
times every week, for something or another, it was with the 
heartiest feelings of kindness and good fellowship. Caste was 
unknown, there was no high or low, no one lived in a palace 
while his brother lived in a hut. So far, at least, we realized our 
dream of perfect equality. Socially, we were a great SuCCess, 
but financially, a dismal failure. 
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[n the natural order ot thines there [ew 
who are in advance of the many. tThev are the strong ones to 
look for help and guidance in times of common trouble 
and distress. Morrison Davidson savs that in the 1mntancy ol 
civilization these were called the *men who can or the "Can- 
men.” then the kingmen and finally the king. Thev are espe- 
cially adapted by nature to lead and teach the multitude. When 
humanity has reached a stage in its evolution where the common 
oY o0d 18 the governing motive of these *Can-men 1n national 
Irs, instead of self-interest as now, an autocracy 1s, 1n my
